AN OLD STORY OFT REPEATED

Two Employes of Hargis Bros. Arretted 
and Identified. 



Jackaon, Ky., June 14.— The City 
Hotel, a tliree-atory building owned 
by Capt. B.J. Ewen, the principal 
witneaa agalnat Jett and White, now 
on trial here for the aaaaaalnation of 
Lawyer J. B. Marcutn, was burned 
to the sround early Sunday morning. 
There were fifteen Rueata in the ho- 
tel, but all eacaped without injury. 
There waa no insurance on the 
structure, and the hotel, together 
with its furnishings and the effects 
of the gueBts. is a total loss. 

('apt. Kwenhad recently put up an 
addition to the hotel. This was just 
MmpUtod and was aa yet unoccu- 
-pieU It was in this part of tht> ho- 
tel that the fire was dlacovered. 
Jackaon liaa no fire department and 
when the citizens were aroused by 
the (Iring of platola and guns, much 
excitement prevailed. A detach- 
ment of militia came on the double 
quick from their camp acrosa the 
river and rendered valuable aid In 
aaaiating the gueats to eacape and 
preventing the flamea from spread- 
ing. 

Capt. Kwen haa been kept at the 
camp of the militia since he testified 
lMt Monday that he aaw Curtla Jett 
Are the ahot which killed Marcum. 
Nobody waa seen to leave the hotel 
before the Are broke out. It 
only two daya ago that Ji 
pot under martial law.

INTIMIDATION INTENDED. 

The burning of Kwen s Hotel la 
not only considered aa Incendiary, 
but also aa acoeaaory to the other 
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flla in part the threat made by thi 
man whom Ewen aaya called at his 
home laat Saturday a week ago and 
offered to bribe him by giving him 
$6,000 if he would alter his teati 
monv, which waa damaging to Jett 
and White. 

The plan in firing the hotel, it » 
believed waa to asaaaainate Ewen, aa 

when he learned that hla house was 
burning, and run through the town, 
when men, stationed along the route, 
could pick him off from the win- 
dows of houaea. Ewen waa detained 
in camp by the mil it In. Maj. Allen 
fearing auob a acheme might have 
been hatched, and ordering him held 
until the militia had made a full in- 
vestigation.

David A. Nisbet committed 
suicide in the Whittemore apart- 
ments in Water street Saturday 
afternoon at 4:80 o'clock. 

There are indications that he 
contemplated the act, at least 
for a few hours before the deed 
was committed. Since the death 
of his wife, five years ago, Mr. 
Nisbet lias never been the same 
His despondency grew on 
him until, it is believed, it re- 
sulted in insanity and suicide. 
How long he was possessed of 
this monomania of self-destruc- 
tion is not known, but it reached 
ts culmination Saturday. 

A mau devoted to home, its 
oss naturally affected him deep- 
ly. It oppressed him until at 
lencth his whole nervous system 
was shattered. 

One of the men who brushed 
against him, felt a revolver in 
his hip pocket. He attempted to 
take it away from him but Mr. 
Nisbet said he only carried it 
when he was traveling and that 
he would put it in his grip when 

A short time before his death 
Mr. NiBbet sent a note to one of 
his former business associates. 
He laughed and joked with the 
messenger boy who answered his 
call and gave him a dollar when 
he left with the note. 

STJICID* WAS UNXXPICTED. 

Shortly after 4:30 o'clock Mr. 
Nisbet walked to the rear of Mr. 
Whittemore's place of business. 
No attention was paid to him as 
it was supposed he would return 
in a few minutes. Instead of 
going out of the building Mr. 
Nisbet climbed the rear stairway [office 1 
to the second floor of the build- 
ing. He met Mr. Whittemore, 
Sr., in the hallway and told him 
he desired to lie down for a short 
time. Mr. Whittemore showed 
him to his son's bedroom and told 
him to rest as long as he desired. 
Mr. Whittemore then left t ho 
building and paid no more at- 
tention to his guest. 

8TARTLKI) R A SHOT. 

Mr. Nisbet had been alone but 
a few minutes when those in the 
lower floor of the building were 
startled bv a loud report. A 
rush was at once made for the 
upper floor. When they entered 
Mr. Whittemore's room they saw 
Mr. Nisbet lying across the bed. 
A hurried investigation showed 
that there was a bullet wound in 
his right temple. A revolver 
was lying by his side. 

Dr. Powers was at once noti- 
fied and he arrived a few minn- 
tes later. He made an examina- 
tion and found that life was ex- 
tinct. 

Coroner Walling was then 
summoned. He took charge of 
the remains and ordered them 
sent to Smith's 'undertaking es- 
tablishment. 

Captain Grammer, the broth- 
er-in-law of the suicide, arrived 
before the body was removed. 
He took charge of the remains. 
After leaving Cleveland, Ohio, 
two weeks ago, where lie had 
been for some time with his sis- 
ter Mrs. Grammer, Mr. Nisbet 
went to Chicago. From there 
he went to St. Louis and from 
that city took a train to Evans- 
ville, arriving here Friday. 

Mr. Nisbet was born in Madi- 
sonyille, Ky., Sept. 28, 1868. 
His full name was David Alex- 
ander and was the oldest child of tnings. 



W. F. Nisbet, formerly of Mack 
ey, Nisbet & Co. The family 
moved to Evansville in 1862 and 
the deceased lived here until a 
ltttle over a year ago. 

Mr. Nisbet was taken into the 
employ of the Mackey-NisbetCo. 
shortly after he had graduated 
from Lincoln University, at Lin- 
coln, III. He acted as buyer un- 
til the death of his father, when 
he became the head of the fami 
ly. He was made a partner ic 
the firm after his father's death 
and continued to act as buy< 
until the firm was incorporated 
under the name of Mackey-Nis- 
bet Co. in 1893. He was elected 
first vice-president and buyer 
and continued as such until ] 
when lie was elected treasurer of 
the corporation and seived until 
May of 1902, when he disposed 
of his interests in the concern, 
and went to Cleveland, Ohio. 
He was at one time on officer in 
the Louisville & Evansville 
Packet Co., but had also disposed 
of his river interests He was 
also instrumental in bringing the 
Tennessee Stove Works to this 
city from Nashville, which after 
ward became insolvent. 

He married Miss Mary Brans- 
ford, a prominent young lady of 
Owensboro, Ky. She died about 
years ago. No children sur- 
vive them. 

He leaves five brothers and 
three sisters as follows, Sam B., 
Edward A., Robert K., Frank 
W., of Madisonyille, Ky., and A. 
G., of Chicago ; Mrs. G. J. Gram- 
mer, of Cleveland, Ohio, Mrs. 
Taraecon, of Kidgetop, near 
Nashville, Tenn., and Mrs. Hole- 
man, of Madisonville, Ky. 

The remains will be removed 
to the homeof Edward A. Nisbet 
in Chandler avenue this morn- 
ing. The funeral will occur from 
there Monday morning at 9 o'- 
clock and will be in charge of La 
Valette commandery. The in- 
terment will be in Oak Hill in 
the family lot. 
Mr. Nisbet was at one time an 
the First Cumberland 
Presbyterian church. When in 
the city he attended the services 
there. His parents were among 
the leading members of the con- 
gregation during their life time, 
Mrs. Nisbet being especially be- 
loved bv all members of the 
church.

Portland, Ore., Jan* 16.— The town 
of Heppner baa been almost entirely 
destroyed by a cloudburst, ami probe/ 
bly five hundred people drowned, 

Heppner is the county scat of Mor- 
row BOUntjr, n mi lias about twelve bun 
tired and fifty inhabitants. 

The most reliable reports state thul 
the loss of life will be at least rive 
hundred, though the number of dtad 
probably is larger. All the telegraph 
and telephone lines are down, anil no 
accurate information can be secured 
A report from lone, 17 miles from 
Heppner, states that 300 bodies have 
been recovered. A messenger WuO ar 
rived at lone states that a wall of 
water 20 feet high rushed down Into 
the gulch in which Heppner is situ 
nted, and carried everything before it 
The flood came with such sudden 
ness that the inhabitants were unable 
to seek places of safety and were ear 
ried down to death by the awful rush 
oft water. 

Residence Srrtlnn Deatroyetl. 
Almost the entire residence portion 
of the town was wiped out, but some 
of the business part, which is on high 
er ground. Huge boulders weighing a 
ton were carried down by the current 
and many people killed by being 
dashed against tbe rocky bluff. 

Later a heavy rain storm set in. 
many of the small streams overflow- 
ing their banks in a considerably 
short time. Bridges were swept awa,< 
like straws, and the darkness of tin 
night soon made the situation mon 
appalling. 

As soon as possible after the terrl 
ble flood subsided the work of reliel 
was commenced by the nifl—S of tlx 
town. Dozens of bodies were found 
lodged along the bends of the stream, 
and In several plat es they were pile J 
one another. Up to two o'clock 
Monday afternoon 200 bodies had been 
recovered almost within the city lim 
Its. The buildings which were not 
enrried away were moved from theii 
foundations or topoled over. 

Hews Sent Br Oomrler. 
News of the calamity did not reach 
the outside world until Monday 
ing, although it happened Sunday 
hight, all the means of communieu 
tion having been cut off. As soon as 
possible news was sent by courier U 
the nearby towns an I neighbors look 
ing to the relief of ti:e stricken peo- 
ple. 

Fifteen buildings in the town of 
Lexington, nine mi'es below Heppner, 
on Willow creek, were washed away, 
but with no loss of life, the inhabi- 
tants having time to save themselves 
from the surging torrent. 

At lone, 17 miles, considerable dam- 
age was done to buildings, though no 
toss of life is reported from there. 

Word has been received here from 
tone that 300 cMlrw arw ne 
once at Heppner. The weather is hot 
and It is necessary that th 
should be buried at once. One hun- 
dred coffins were sent on the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation overland 
twin, and 100 more will be sent from

If elected to the Vice ¥ 
dency in 1904 John W. Yerkes, 
of Kentucky, would, as every 
Kentuckian who knows him 
certain, so discharge his duties as 
to place the Young South, which 
he typifies so nobly, in line for 
the Presidency in 1908.— Louis- 
ville Herald.
